Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure 
in  presenting  their  Annual  Report  for  the  second  year 
since  the  adoption  of  the  Acts. 

The  News  and  Magazine  Rooms  continue  to  be 
very  well  used,  and  at  times,  especially  during  the 
winter  months,  they  have  been  inconveniently  crowded. 
The  number  of  readers  has  averaged  from  189  counted 
in  June  to  216  counted  in  November,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  with  better  accommodation  this  depart- 
ment would  be  still  more  largely  used. 

The  Lending  Library  was  opened  for  the  issue 
of  books  on  November  2nd,  1891,  with  a  stock  of 
2,193  volumes.  Of  this  number  1,741  were  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  i!204  :  11  :  0,  and  452  were  presented. 
The  Reference  Library  contained  at  this  date  379 
volumes,  all  of  which  were  presented,  making  the 
total  stock  at  opening  2,572.  During  the  five  months 
the  Library  has  been  open,  1,323  borrowers'  tickets 
have  been  issued  :  286  to  ratepayers  and  1,037  to 
non-ratepayers,  646  being  males  and  677  females. 
20,844  volumes  have  been  lent  for  home  reading, 
giving  a  daily  average  of  204. 


The  Library  Committee  have  to  thank  various 
donors  and  subscribers  to  the  Library,  and  they  feel 
sure  that  with  the  extending  usefuhiess  of  the  institu- 
tion, increased  support  to  it  in  the  future  will  be  given 
by  those  who  take  an  interest  in  the  Public  Library 
iMovement.

Gentlemen, 

Tiie  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure 
in  presenting  their  Annual  Report  for  the  third  year 
since  the  adoption  of  the  A61:s,  and  in  recording  the 
first  complete  year's  work  of  the  Lending  Library. 

The  stock  of  books  at  the  opening  of  the  Lending 
Library  in  November,  1891, was  2,57*2  volumes;  since 
that  date,  the  Committee  have  added  854  volumes, 
of  which  number  510  were  purchased  and  338  pre- 
sented, making  t!ie  total  stock  at  the  present  time 
3,42()  volumes :  2,927  in  the  Lending  Library  and 
499  classed  as  Works  of  Reference. 

During  the  year,  848  borrowers'  tickets  have  been 
issued,  231  to  ratepayers  and  617  to  non-ratepayers, 
making  2,171  issued  since  opening,  of  which  number 
193  have  been  cancelled  by  borrowers  leaving  the 
Parish  and  other  causes;  1,978  still  remaining  in 
force. 

The  total  issue  of  books  during  the  year  has  been 
57,558,  being  a  daily  average  of  233,  and  representing 
a  turnover  of  the  present  Lending  Library  stock  of 
nineteen  times.  In  the  Reference  Library,  540 
volumes  have  been  consulted  during  the  same  period. 

Written  application  has  been  made  ()()5  times  for 
the  return  of  overdue  books;  30  5  volumes  have  been 
bound,  91  re-sewn,  and  277  repaired.  With  a  very 
small  stock  and  fairly  large  issue,  the  wear  and  tear 
on  the  books,  especially  in  the  popular  classes,  has 
been  very  great ;  though  it  may  be  worthy  of  notice, 


that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  withdraw  only 
five  volumes  from  circulation,  as  worn  out ;  in  the 
near  future,  however,  the  expenses  of  bindin^r  and 
replacing  worn-out  copies  must  necessarily  increase. 

The  Newsrooms  continue  to  be  very  largely  used, 
and  at  certain  times  of  the  day  are  most  inconveniently 
crowded  ;  by  counting  at  intervals,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  daily  average  number  of  readers  is  about  300. 
The  necessity  of  larger  and  more  convenient  premises 
is  very  keenly  felt,  and  the  Committee  are  convinced 
the  time  has  nearly  arrived  when  the  Library  must 
be  housed  in  more  commodious  premises  ;  the  result 
of  such  a  step  would,  in  their  opinion,  greatly  increase 
the  usefulness  and  popularity  of  the  institution. 

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  cordially 
thanking  donors  of  books  and  subscribers  to  the 
Library  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure 
in  submitting  a  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Library 
during  the  past  year. 

Lending  Library. 

The  Committee  have  added  437  volumes  to  the 
Lending  Library,  by  purchase  361,  and  presented  76, 
bringing  the  present  stock  to  3,945. 

The  number  of  new  borrowers  enrolled  during  the 
year  has  been  661,  a  total  of  4,116  tickets  issued,  of 
which  195  have  been  renewed,  and  173  cancelled,  the 
total  cancelled  being  535,  leaving  approximately  3,581 
still  in  force. 

The  total  number  of  issues  in  the  Lending  Library 
during  the  year  has  been  67,711,  a  daily  average  of 
276,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  4,654.  The 
total  issues  since  the  opening  of  the  Lending  Library 
in  November,  1891,  being  209,170. 

Reference  Library. 

The  addition  to  this  department  has  been  307 
volumes,  of  these  275  have  been  presented  and  32 
purchased,  bringing  the  total  Reference  Library  stock 
to  847,  and  the  total  stock  in  the  Library,  including 
Reference  and  Lending,  4,792. 

The  total  issues  in  the  Reference  Library  has  been 
1,019,  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  replace  117  volumes  worn 
out, 895  volumes  have  been  re-bound  and  ]10  re-sewn;

the  expenditure  on  replacement  and  binding  has 
necessarily  curtailed  the  amount  available  for  the 
purchase  of  new  books. 

A  new  edition  of  the  Catalogue  has  been  printed, 
this  now  contains  the  whole  of  the  books  in  the 
Library.  The  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  the  in- 
completeness of  the  Library,  many  branches  of 
literature  and  standard  works  not  yet  finding  a  place 
on  the  shelves  ;  this  is  a  matter  the  Committee  hope 
in  time  to  re(?tify  as  funds  will  permit. 

Reading  Rooms. 

The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be  very  largely 
used  ;  the  fadl  being  more  than  ever  apparent  that 
the  Library  has  outgrown  its  present  quarters  in  all 
departments. 

This  opportunity  is  taken  of  tendering  an  expres- 
sion of  sincere  thanks  to  those  who  have  presented 
books  to  the  Library  during  the  year,  amongst  others 
gifts  have  been  received  from  the  Cambridge  Univer- 
sity Press,  Palseontographical  Society,  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  London,  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
Washington. 

The  usual  statistical  table,  list  of  donors,  and 
financial  statement  will  be  found  appended.

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  in  presentin<^ 
their  Annual  Report  have  pleasure  in  recording  that 
during  the  year  the  popularity  and  usefulness  of  the 
Library  has  been  fully  maintained. 

The  number  of  new  borrowers  enrolled  has  been 
715,  making  a  total  of  4,296  since  the  opening  of  the 
Library ;  of  this  number,  848  tickets  have  been 
cancelled,  leaving  3,448  still  in  force. 

The  Committee  have  added  461  volumes :  by 
purchase  409,  and  presented  52  ;  the  total  stock 
numbering  5,253.  Of  these  4,327  are  in  the  Lending 
Library,  and  926  classed  as  works  of  reference. 

The  total  issue  of  books  in  the  Lending  Library 
has  been  67,216,  giving  a  daily  average  of  273  ;  this 
is  a  decrease  of  495  on  the  previous  year,  but  the 
falling-off  has  been  wholly  in  the  fiction  class. 

The  total  issue  in  the  Reference  Library  has 
been  1,086. 

During  the  year  538  volumes  have  been  re-bound, 
and  114  volumes  discarded  as  worn  out  have  been 
replaced. 

Increasing  inconvenience  is  very  keenly  felt,  owing 
to  the  cramped  and  overcrowded  state  of  the  Library

in  the  present  premises,  and  the  Committee  urge 
upon  the  Council  the  necessity  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration some  scheme  by  which  improved  accommo- 
dation may  be  provided  for  the  large  numbers  now 
availing  themselves  of  its  advantages. 

The  Committee  desire  to  convey  an  expression  of 
their  sincere  thanks  to  those  who  have  assisted  them 
by  gifts  of  books  during  the  year,  a  list  of  which  will 
be  found  appended.

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure 
in  presenting  their  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Library  for  the  year  ended   31st   March,  1897. 

Tickets  for  the  Lending  Library  have  been  issued 
to  630  new  borrowers  during  the  year,  a  total  of 
4,926  since  the  opening  of  the  Library.  Owing  to 
removal  from  the  district  and  other  causes,  218 
have  been  cancelled,  making  a  total  with  those 
previously  cancelled  of  1,066,  and  leaving  3,860  still 
in  force.  Of  these  new  borrowers,  100  are  rate- 
payers and  530  non-ratepayers,  261  males  and  369 
females.  A  detailed  list  is  given  of  the  occupations 
of  these  borrowers  as  far  as  stated. 

In  the  Lending  Library  we  have  now  a  stock  of 
4,557  volumes.  This  is  an  increase  of  230  volumes 
since  the  last  Report  ;  of  this  number  30  were  pre- 
sented and  200  purchased.  The  necessary  replace- 
ment of  worn-out  books  has  curtailed  the  addition 
to  stock.  To  the  Reference  Library  40  volumes 
have  been  added,  32  by  purchase  and  8  presented, 
making  the  Reference  Library  stock  966,  and  the 
total  stock  5523  volumes. 

With  regard  to  the  issue  of  books,  during  the 
year  68,731  volumes  have  been  lent  for  home  reading, 
giving  a  daily  average  of  277  ;  in  comparison  with 
last  year  this  shows  an  increase  on  the  total  of 
1,525,  and  on  the  daily  average  of  4.  The  detailed 
table  of   issues   given   herewith   will    show   that    the 


increase  has  been  in  TheoJogy,  Law,  Fiction,  Poetry, 
and  Miscellaneous  Literature  ;  and  that  there  have 
been  slightly  decreased  issues  in  Biography,  Arts 
and   Sciences,    Periodical    and   Juvenile    Literature. 

The  issues  in  the  Reference  Library  show  a 
decrease  of  175  volumes,  the  total  being  911  as 
against  1,086. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  replace  150  volumes 
worn  out,  390  have  been  bound,  and  200  repaired. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Financial  Statement, 
the  total  cash  receipts  of  the  Lending  Library 
amounted  to  ^47  :  1 :  9.  Of  this  amount  ^30  :  13  :  8 
was  paid  in  fines  for  detention  of  books  over  the 
time  allowed  for  reading,  ^2  :  10  :  0  from  subscribing 
borrowers  residing  in  Acton,  and  the  remainder  from 
the  sale  of  catalogues,  tickets,  and  waste  paper. 

The  usual  statistical  tables,  &c.,  are  appended.

Gentlemen, 

The  Library  Committee  in  presenting  their 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1898, 
desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  generosity 
of  Messrs.  Sanderson.  At  the  Meeting  of  the 
District  Council  held  on  October  6th,  1897,  the 
Chairman  announced  the  receipt  of  a  letter  intimat- 
ing Messrs.  Sanderson's  intention  to  present  their 
house,  No.  1,  Duke's  Avenue,  to  the  Council,  for  the 
purpose  of  a  Public  Library.  The  thanks  of  the 
Council  and  the  Library  Committee  were  unani- 
mously accorded  to  Messrs.  Sanderson,  who  by  this 
munificent  gift  had  solved  the  problem  of  the  better 
housing  of  the  Library.  The  Committee  hope  that 
during  the  coming  year  the  necessary  alterations  will 
be  completed,  and  the  Library  then  located  in 
premises  that  will  adequately  meet  present  needs, 
and  permit  of  future  development. 

The  work  during  the  past  year  shows  that  the 
interest  and  usefulness  of  the  Library  has  been  fully 
maintained.  Tickets  have  been  issued  to  717  new 
readers,  a  total  of  5,643  enrolled  since  opening  ;  the 
total  cancelled  to  end  of  year  has  been  1,318,  so  that 
there  are  approximately  4,325  tickets  in  force.  The 
statistics,  lists,  etc.,  given  herewith  will  show  the 
various  occupations  of  some  of  these  new  readers,  of 
whom  123  are  ratepayers  and  594  non-ratepayers, 
297  males  and  420  females. 

The  Lending  Library  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  128  volumes,  the  total  stock  available  for 


home  reading  being  now  4,685.  The  very  heavy 
wear  and  tear  distributed  over  this  small  stock  has 
prevented  larger  expenditure  on  new  books,  it  having 
been  necessary  to  replace  182  volumes  worn  out,  in 
addition  to  which  650  volumes  have  been  repaired 
and  410  rebound.  The  addition  to  the  Reference 
Library  has  been  53  volumes,  making  a  total  of  1,019, 
and  a  grand  total  in  both  Reference  and  Lending 
Libraries  of  5,704. 

The  issue  of  books  shows  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  3,328,  being  72,059,  against  68,731 
in  1896-97,  giving  a  daily  average  of  299.  There  was 
a  decrease  of  7  in  the  number  of  days  open,  owing 
to  the  Jubilee  celebrations. 

The  Reference  Library  issue  also  shows  a  slight 
increase,  being  1,409  against  911  in  1896-97. 

The  Committee  record  with  deep  regret  the  death 
of  their  esteemed  colleague.  Captain  E.  H.  Alleyne, 
who  was  universally  respected,  and  who  took  a  very 
keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Library,  both  on 
this  Committee  and  as  Member  of  the  Council. 

The  Financial  Statement  and  the  usual  statistical 
tables  will  be  found  appended. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  those  who  have 
assisted  the  Library  by  gifts  of  books,  etc.,  during 
the  year.

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure 
in  presenting  their  report  on  the  work  of  the  Library 
for  the  year. 

This  has  been  an  important  year  in  the  history  of 
the  Library,  as  in  September  advantage  was  taken  of 
Messrs.  Sanderson's  gift  to  the  District,  and  the 
Library  moved  from  the  inconvenient  premises  in 
Bolton  Gardens  to  the  commodious  house  in  Duke's 
Avenue.  The  Lending  Library  w^as  closed  for  a 
week  while  the  necessary  work  of  putting  up  fittings 
and  re-arranging  books  was  being  carried  out.  That 
the  improvement  in  the  premises  is  very  acceptable 
to  the  readers,  and  that  it  is  much  appreciated  by 
them,  is  evident  from  the  increasing  numbers  who 
now  frequent  the  Library. 

lending  library. 
The   stock   of  books   available  for   home   reading 
has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  545  volumes, 
525  purchased  and  20  presented.     The  total  Lending 
Library  stock  now  numbers  5,230  volumes. 

The  issue  of  books  has  not  been  so  large  as  might 
have  been  anticipated,  but  this  is  to  some  extent 
accounted  for  by  interruption  in  the  issue  caused  by 
moving,  and  the  fewer  number  of  days  the  Library 
was  open  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The 
total  issue  for  the  year  is  72,685,  an  average  of  about 
310  daily.  This  is  an  increase  of  626  on  the  previous 
year. 


There  have  been  ()48  new  borrowers  entered  during 
the  year,  and  384  tickets  have  been  renewed,  184 
have  been  cancelled,  and  there  are  approximately 
4,789  tickets  in  force. 

In  ciddition  to  the  525  new  books  added  to  this 
department  during  the  year,  317  volumes  w^orn  out 
have  been  replaced  b}/  new^  copies,  474  volumes  have 
l)een  rebound,  and  744  volumes  repaired. 

REFERENCE    LIBRARY. 

To  this  department  80  volumes  have  been  added, 
25  presented  and  55  purchased,  the  most  notable 
Ttddition  being  the  ninth  edition  of  the  Encyclopoedia 
Britannica.  The  total  issue  is  l,lli^^  a  decrease  of 
233  as  compared  with  the  previous  year :  this  decrease 
may  be  also  attributed  to  the  closing  of  the  Library 
for  moving. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  the  Committee  record  the 
death  of  their  esteemed  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Lawford 
W.  T.  Dale,  which  took  place  on  May  3rd,  3898. 
One  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Library  movement  in  this 
District,  Mr.  Dale  always  took  a  keen  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  institution  ;  he  was  Vice-Chairman 
from  the  first  formation  of  the  Library  Committee, 
and  Chairman  from  1893  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  Committee  tender  their  sincere  thanks  to 
the  various  donors  who  have  during  the  year  assisted 
the  Library  by  gifts  of  books  ;  and  make  a  further 
appeal  in  this  direction  for  gifts  of  books  of  general 
interest. 

The  financial  statement  and  the  statistical  tables, 
list  of  donors,  etc.,  are  appended.

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure  in 
submitting  for  your  consideration  a  review  of  the  work  of 
the  Library  for  the  year  ending  March,  igoo,  the  tenth  since 
the  adoption  of  the  Public  Libraries  Act  in  the  Districft. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  usefulness 
of  the  Institution  has  been  maintained,  in  all  departments 
increase  is  shown  in  the  amount  of  work  done. 

Reading  Rooms. 

There  is  a  supply  of  132  Newspapers,  Periodicals,  Maga- 
zines, and  Reviews  in  the  Reading  Rooms ;  a  complete  list 
of  these  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

The  number  of  readers  has  considerably  increased  since 
the  Library  has  been  located  in  the  present  premises,  at  times 
the  rooms  are  inconveniently  crowded ;  it  is  estimated,  by 
careful  counts  taken  at  intervals,  that  between  six  and  seven 
hundred  persons  use  these  rooms  daily,  the  daily  average  for 
one  week  being  676.  On  Saturday,  the  17th  February  of  this 
year,  1,095  persons  came  into  the  building. 

The  Sunday  attendance  averages  about  117  during  the 
winter  months,  and  during  the  summer  20  to  30. 

Lending   Library. 

The  stock  of  books  in  the  Lending  Library  has  been 
increased  by  428  volumes,  making  a  total  of  5,658 ;  and  in 
addition  to  the  new  books,  279  volumes,  worn  out,  have  been 
replaced  by  new  copies  :  the  expenditure  on  new  books  and 
replacements  being  £g^  15:8,  and  747  volumes  have  been 
re-bound  at  a  cost  of  ;f5i  :  i  :  9. 

The  issue  of  books  for  home  reading  shows  an  increase 
of  12,865  over  the  previous  year;  the  total  for  the  year  was 
S5>550>  being  a  daily  average  of  347  volumes. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  use  made  of  the  Lending 
Library  has  increased   each   year ;    from   fifty-seven    thousand 


tlie  first  romplete  s-ear's  issue  to  eighty-five  thousand  the  one 
under  review.  'Idie  number  of  books  lent  for  home  use  since 
the  openini^  of  the  Librar}'  in  November,  1891,  has  reached 
a  total  of  575,411    volumes. 

The  Music  section  has  proved  very  popular,  79  borrowers 
having  availed  themselves  of  the  extra  tickets,  and  with  a 
stock  of  only  40  volumes,  317  issues  have  been  recorded  since 
the  commencement  of  this  secftion   in  December  last. 

The  Committee  reduced  the  age  limit  for  juvenile  readers 
from  14  to  13  years;  this  section  shows  an  increase  of  1,567 
issues  during  the  year. 

Applications  for  Tickets  have  been  received  from  891 
new  borrowers,  making  a  total  of  7,182.  Of  this  number 
1,845  i^^ve  been  cancelled,  leaving  5,337  Tickets  still  in  force; 
352   Tickets  have  been  renewed. 

Reference  Library. 

The  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  were  35  volumes, 
making  a  total  of  1,134.  The  issues  for  the  year  were  1,239, 
an  increase  of  63  over  the  previous  year.  The  Reading 
Room  for  tins  department  is  very  inadequate,  the  small  room 
at  present  used  for  this  purpose  is  also  used  as  a  Magazine 
Room,  and  at  times  is  very  inconveniently  crowded. 

The  Committee  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  they 
may  be  able  to  carry  out  improvements,  giving  increased 
accommodation  to  readers,  and  additional  storage  room  for 
the  Library,  as  well  as  considerable  additions  to  the  stock  of 
books  to  meet  the  growing  demand. 

The  usual  statistical  tables,  financial  statement,  list  of 
donors,  &c.,  are  appended. 

The  Committee  desire  to  tender  their  thanks  to  those 
donors  who  have  kindly  assisted  the  Library  by  gifts  of 
books,  &c.,  during  the  year,  and  again  make  appeal  for  further 
help  in  this  direction.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1900-1901 


To  the  Chairman  and  Membevs  of  the  Urban    District    Council 

OF  Chiswick. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  ver}^  great  pleasure 
in  presenting  for  your  cousideration  the  following  Report  on  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  igoi. 

Since  the  transfer  of  the  Librar}'  into  the  present  building, 
its  popularity  and  usefulness  have  very  largely  increased,  and 
the  necessity  for  additional  accommodation  has  been  daily  more 
and  more  obvious. 

With  the  assistance  of  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  A.  Ramsden, 
plans  were  prepared  and  considered  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Committee,  and  eventually  on  the  7th  day  of  May,  1900,  reso- 
lutions were  passed  approving  of  the  plans  then  presented,  and 
asking  the  Council  to  raise  a  loan  for  carrying  the  same  into 
effect  at  an  estimated  cost  of  ;f  800. 

That  this  work  has  been  so  successfully  carried  out  is  a 
matter  for  much  congratulation,  and  when  the  necessary  addi- 
tional furniture  and  fittings,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  ^200,  have 
all  been  provided,  the  Committee  venture  to  think  that  Chiswick 
will  possess  well-arranged  and  convenient  library  buildings, 
adequate  to  its  wants  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  new  Lending  Department  is  excellently  lighted  and 
ventilated,  and  has  a  superficial  area  of  809  feet ;  when  com- 
pletely furnished  with  shelves,  it  is  estimated  to  supply  space 
for  20,000  volumes.  Ample  accommodation  has  been  provided 
for  the  convenience  of  borrowers,  while  the  officials  for  the  first 
time  will  work  under  conditions  compatible  with  health  and 
comfort. 

Among  other  improvements  that  have  been  effected  are  the 
substitution  of  hot  water  radiators  for  open  fireplaces,  glazed 
partitions  and  doors,  enabling  the  officials  to  exercise  moer 
complete  supervision,  the  provision  of  separate  Reading  Rooms 
tor  Reference  Library  and  Magazines,  and  the  cleansing  and 
re-decorating  of  all  the  public  rooms. 

The  Committee  would  point  out  that  all  this  has  been 
accomplished  without  any  addition  to  the  rates.  And  tliey 
desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  upon  record  their  high 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Ramsden's  bcrvices  in  carrying  out  these 
improvements. 


At  the  Opening  Ceremony  on  February  28th,  igoi,  there 
was  a  large  gathering  of  interested  Ratepayers.  In  the  absence, 
through  illness,  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  John  J.  Cutler,  Mr. 
P.  W.  Ramsay  Murray,  Vice-Chairman,  presided.  The  Rev. 
F.  W.  Isaacs,  Mr.  A.  Sigh,  Dr.  Diplock,  the  Rev.  C.  N,  Whit- 
field, and  others,  took  part  in  the  proceedings,  and  the  new 
buildings  were  subsequently  declared  open  by  the  Vice- 
Chairman. 

That  the  alterations  and  additions  have  won  general  appro- 
val is  shown  by  the  fact  that  since  the  opening  there  has  been 
a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  making  use  of  the 
Library. 

Lending    Library. 

During  the  year,  the  stock  of  books  has  been  increased  by 
the  addition  of  683  volumes,  making  the  present  stock  6,339. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  replace  278  volumes  worn  out,  and  837 
volumes  have  been  re-bound.  The  issue  of  books  for  home 
reading  shews  an  increase  of  7,083,  the  total  being  92,633, 
giving  a  daily  average  of  383  volumes.  Tickets  have  been 
issued  to  931  new  borrowers,  321  have  been  cancelled,  and  there 
are  5,947  still  in  force. 

Reference  Library. 

The  Reference  Library  has  been  increased  by  334  volumes, 
including  valuable  gifts  from  H.M.  Record  Office,  from 
Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  as  well  as  useful  additions 
by  purchase.  The  issues  in  this  department  have  been  1,920 
volumes. 

The  Reading  Room  continued  to  be  very  largely  used, 
several  additions  have  been  made  to  the  purchase  list  of  news- 
papers, periodicals,  and  magazines.  New  reading  stands  for 
daily  papers  have  also  been  provided  in  the  entrance  hall. 

The  usual  statistical  tables,  financial  statement,  list  of 
Donors,  etc.,  are  appended. 

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  those 
who  during  the  year  have  assisted  the  Library  by  gifts  of  books. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  record  their  warm 
appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  devotion  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  Library  invariably  shown  by  Mr.  Hewitt,  the  Librarian, 
and  his  Assistant.

Twelfth  Annual  Ueport  oe  the  Public  Library 

Committee  to  the 

Urban     District    Council    of     Chiswick. 


Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  beg    to    submit    their    report 
for  the  twelve  months  ending  March  1902. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  a  grant  of 
<£50  was  received  from  the  Middlesex  County  Council 
for  the  purchase  of  Technical  books.  This  gift  enabled 
the  Committee  to  add  some  very  valuable  works  to 
the  Reference  Library.  The  stock  of  books  in  the 
Library  is  now  8,386,  an  increase  during  the  year  of 
5? 7  volumes.  Of  these,  6,692  are  in  the  Lending 
Library  available  for  home  reading,  and  1,694  in 
the  Reference  Library. 

The  number  of  books  issued  from  the  Lending 
Library  was  92,795  representing  a  daily  average  of 
381,  and  in  the  Reference  Eeading  Room  2,178 
volumes  were  consulted.  The  Committee  have  re- 
placed 268  volumes  worn  out,  withdrawn  from 
circulation,  18  volumes  lost  by  readers  have  been 
paid  for  by  them  and  replaced,  and  842  volumes 
have   been   rebound. 

The  number  of  new  borrowers  entered  during 
the  year  was  788  making   a  total    of    8,901.     There 


liave  been  caiicellGcl  by  removals  from  the  dislrict 
and  other  causes  394,  total  cancelled  2,560,  and 
leaving    6341    borrowers   on   the   books. 

A  new  edition  of  the  full  catalogue  of  the 
Library   has   been  printed. 

Several  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Maga- 
zines and  Periodicals  taken  in  the  Eeading  Eooms, 
a  full  list  of  these  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
report.  The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be  very 
largely  used,  and  although  one  additional  room  was 
added  by  the  alterations  of  last  year,  they  are  at 
times    inconveniently    ciowded. 

Appended  will  be  found  Pinancial  Statement, 
Statistical  Tables,  List  of  Donors,  etc.  To  the 
Donors  of  books,  etc.  the  Committee  desire  to  coiivev 
an   expression    of   sincere   thanks.

Council  of  Chiswick. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Library  Committee  beg  to  submit  the 
following  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Library  for  the 
year  ending  March,  1903. 

Lending    Library. — The    number    of    volumes 
added  to  the  Lending  Library  during  the  year  has 
been  251 — of  these  216  have  been  purchased  and  35 
presented;  the  Lending  Library  stock  now  numbers 
6,943  volumes  ;  the  number  of  volumes  in  each  class 
is  as  follows  :

In  addition  to  the  new  books,  104  volumes  with- 
drawn from  circulation  worn  out,  have  been  replaced 
by  new  copies  ;  the  more  presentable  of  the  worn-out 
books  have  been,  as  in  previous  years,  sent  to  the 
Infimary  for  the  use  of  the  inmates. 

Nine  volumes  have  been  lost  and  paid  for  by 
borrowers ;     1,481    applications  have  been    made   to 


readers  for  the  return  of  overdue  books;  633  volumes 
have  been  rebound. 

Every  care  is  taken  to  prevent  the  return  of  books 
to  the  Librar}^  from  any  house  in  which  there  is  a 
case  of  infectious  ilhiess;  during  the  year  18  volumes 
have  been  taken  charge  of  and  destroyed  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority. 

There  has  been  an  increase,  in  the  issue  of  books 
for   home   reading,  of  4,018  over  the  previous  year, 
the  total  for  the  year  being  96,813  a  daily  average 
of  396.      The  number  of  issues  in  each    Class    has 
been  as  follows  :

These  figures  show  an  increase  in  each  Class,  with 
the  exception  of  theology  and  politics  ;  the  increase 
in  the  issue  of  juvenile  literature  is  1,327  ;  this  may  be 
attributed  to  the  reduction  of  the  age  limit. 

The  number  of  issues  of  books  for  home  reading, 
since  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  1891,  has  reached 
a  total  of  857,652  ;  the  yearly  issue  has  increased 
from  57,558,  the  first  complete  year,  to  96,813  last 
ye^r. 

The  number  of  new  borrowers  entered  during  the 
year  was  946 — of  these  463  were  males  and  483 
females  ;  the  number  of  tickets  cancelled  by  persons 


leaving  the  Distriet  and  other  eauses  was  309  ;  and 
there  are  approximately  6,918  tiekets  still  in  force. 
The  total  number  of  persons  taking  out  tickets  since 
the  adoption  of  the  Library,  has  been  9,847. 

Reference  Library. — The  additions  to  the 
Reference  Library  have  been  78  volumes  ;  the  total 
is  now  1,772,  and  the  total  stock  of  books  in  the 
Library,  including  Lending  and  Reference,  is 
now  8,715. 

The  number  of  issues  in  the  Reference  Reading 
Room  has  been  2,848,  an  increase  of  670  over  the 
previous  year. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  continue 
to  be  well  used:  no  reliable  record  can  be  obtained 
of  the  number  using  these  rooms,  but  by  counts 
taken  at  intervals  on  various  days  it  is  estimated 
that  the  daily  attendance  is  betw^een  800  and  1,000. 

The  Sunday  attendance,  of  w^hich  a  more  careful 
record  is  kept,  is,  compared  with  the  weekday  atten- 
dance, very  small,  averaging  not  more  than  90. 

Several  additions  have  been  made  to  the  periodical 
and  magazine  list  during  the  year. 

Appended  are  the  usual  statistics,  showing  occu- 
pations, etc.,  of  new  readers;  list  of  newspapers, 
magazines,  and  periodicals  taken  ;  and  list  of  donors 
to  the  Library.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1903-1904. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District 

Council  of  Chiswick. 
Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  Eeport  for  the  year  ending 
March,  1904,  the  Committee  has  pleasure  in  again 
recording  increase  in  the  growth  and  use  of  the 
Library. 

The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be  well  used.  At 
timps  tliey  have  been  inconveniently  crowded,  and  the 
seating  accommodation  insufficient.  A  small  room  on 
the  first  floor,  has  been  opened  as  an  extra  reading 
room,  which  has  slightly  relieved  the  reference  and 
magazine  rooms.  The  use  of  the  reading  rooms  on 
Sundays  remains  about  the  same  as  during  previous 
years.  Among  the  improvements  carried  out  have 
been  more  efficient  means  of  ventilation,  and  the 
provision  of  additional  reading  stands  for  newspapers. 

The  Lending  Library  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  374  volumes,  of  these  43  were  presented, 
and  331  volumes  purchased,  making  the  present  stock, 
available  for  home  rearling  7,317,  classified  as 
follows  :

The  binding  and  the  replacement  of  worn  out  books 
has  again  been  a  heavy  item.  The  number  rebound 
has  been  579  volumes,  and  319  volumes  have  been 
replaced.  The  books,  on  the  v^hole,  have  been  fairly 
well  used;  there  has  been  comparatively  few  instances 
of  wilful  damage ;  of  necessity,  with  a  small  stock 
and  large  issue,  the  popular  books  show  wear.  The 
issue  of  books  for  home  reading  show  an  increase  of 
2,313,  over  the  previous  year,  the  total  being  99,126 
volumes,  a  daily  average  of  406.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1904-1905. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Memheh  of  the  TJ^^han  District 
Council  of  Chisivich. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Library  Comraittee  beg  to  submit  the 
following  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Library  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1905. 

The  stock  of  books  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  521  volumes,  the  total  stock  now  amount- 
ing to  9,695  volumes.  Of  these  7,757  are  located  in 
the  Lending  Library,  available  for  home  reading,  and 
l,9e38  in  the  Reference  Library. 

In  addition  to  the  new  books  purchased,  the 
Committee  have  replaced  299  volumes  worn  out,  and 
746  vols,  have  been  rebound;  32  vols,  found  in  houses 
where  there  were  cases  of  infectious  illness  have  been 
destroyed  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  and 
replaced  by  the  Council. 

The  sum  expended  in  the  purchase  of  new  books, 
the  replacement  of  worn  out  volumes,  and  in  re-bind- 
ing has  amounted  to  £150  :  14  :  7,  to  this  may  be 
added  an  expenditure  of  JC34  :  18  :  1,  on  the  purchase 
of  new  books  incurred  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  year, 
and  not  included  in  the  Financial  Statement,  making 
a  total  expenditure  of  i^l85  :  12  :  8  on  these  items  for 
the  year. 


The  total  issue  of  books  for  home  reading 
amounted  to  101,038  vohimes,  an  increase  of  1,912 
over  the  previous  year,  and  representing  a  daily 
average  of  408.  In  the  Reference  Library  3,675 
volumes  were  consulted. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  998  new  borrowers, 
and  305  have  been  renewed  ;  and  there  are  approxi- 
mately 8,330  tickets  still  in  force. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Committee 
decided  to  issue  an  additional  or  "  Student's  Ticket," 
available  for  works  other  than  fiction,  this  has  been 
taken  advantage  of  by  188  borrowers,  and  although 
the  issue  of  fiction  shows  no  decrease,  the  increased 
issue  in  other  classes  may  be  fairly  attributed  to  this. 

The  Committee  have  also  abolished  the  rule 
which  prevented  children  under  thirteen  years  of  age 
from  using  the  Lending  Library.  Children  under 
thirteen  are  now  admitted,  those  attending  the 
Pubhc  Elementary  Schools  are  required  to  obtain  a 
recommendation  from  his  or  her  teacher.  Since  the 
restriction  has  been  removed  68  Juveniles  under 
thirteen  have  taken  out  Readers'  Tickets.  This  has 
caused  no  increase  in  the  issue  of  books  classed  as 
Juvenile  Literature,  on  the  contrary,  a  small  decrease 
is  shown  in  the  number  of  issues  in  this  particular 
class  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

A  selection  of  works  in  the  French  and  German 
Languages  have  been  added  to  the  Library,  and  have 
proved  very  popular,  notably  the  French,  there  has 
not  been  so  mucli  demand  for  German  literature. 

The  Reading  Rooms  continue  as  popular  as  ever, 
a  (iareful  count  has  been  taken  on  several  occasions, 
tlie  largest  number  counted  in  one  day  being  1,115. 


The  number  of  readers  on  Sundays  remains  about  the 
same  as  previous  years,  averaging  from  49  in  the 
Summer  to  112  during  the  Winter  months,  the 
average  for  the  nine  months  has  been  85. 

A  Supplementary  Catalogue  of  all  the  books 
added  to  the  Library  since  the  printing  of  the  full 
Catalogue  in  1902  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and 
will  shortly  be  issued  ;  it  has  been  decided  to  print 
this  in  Alphabetical  sections  under  the  various  classes 
in  which  the  books  are  arranged,  this  form  of  Cata- 
logue it  is  considered  will  be  of  greater  service  to 
readers  than  the  dictionary  form  at  present  in  use. 

Appended  are  the  usual  statistical  tables,  list  of 
donors,  and  financial  statement.

Report  for  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1906. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Chiswick. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  beg  to  submit 
report  on  the  work  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1905-6. 

During  the  year,  482  volumes  have  been  added  by 
purchase  and  gift.  The  present  stock  now  numbers 
10,177  volumes,  divided  as  follows  : —

The  issues  of  books  for  home  reading  amounted 
to  109,592,  an  increase  of  8,554  over  the  previous 
year,  a  daily  average  of  447.  In  the  Reference 
Library  4,411  volumes  were  consulted,  an  increase 
of  736. 


Binding  and  the  replacement  of  worn  out  volumes 
have  again  been  considerable  items  of  expenditure, 
253  volumes  have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation 
and  replaced  by  new  copies,  and  762  volumes  have 
been  rebound.  The  Public  Health  Department  has 
destroyed  31  volumes,  taken  from  houses  where  there 
were  cases  of  infectious  illness,  the  cost  of  replacing 
these  has  been  paid  for  by  the  Council.  There  seems 
to  be  a  certain  amount  of  fear  that  risk  is  incurred 
by  using  the  library  during  time  of  fever,  or  other 
epidemic,  that  too  much  publicity  cannot  be  given 
to  the  fact  that  books  had  in  houses  where  there  are 
cases  of  infectious  illness,  are  not  received  into  the 
librar}^  but  are  returned  direct  to  the  Public  Health 
Department,  to  be  destroyed. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  1,142  new  borrowers, 
the  number  cancelled,  by  borrowers  leaving  the 
District  and  other  causes,  was  525,  and  there  are 
approximately  8,759  tickets  still  in  force.  Tickets  are 
available  for  two  years.  The  additional  or  ''  Student 
Ticket "  is  much  appreciated,  and  has  been  issued  to 
111  readers,  and  427  tickets  have  been  renewed. 
The  removal  of  all  age  limit,  and  the  permission 
given  to  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the  District  to 
recommend  scholars  as  borrowers,  has  resulted  in 
a  large  addition  of  Juvenile  readers.  That  these 
privileges  are  appreciated  is  evidenced  by  the 
increased  use  made  of  the  juvenile  section,  the 
figures,  however,  do  not  represent  the  whole  of  the 
use  made  of  the  library  by  our  coming  men  and 
women,  as  practically  all  the  books  in  the  library  are 
at  their  choice,  with  the  exception  of  adult  fiction. 


The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be  well  patronised, 
an  important  improvement  has  been  made  in  this 
department  by  opening  the  verandah  and  adding  it 
to  the  newsroom.  This  addition  has  proved  very 
popular  and  is  largely  used,  this,  with  the  installation 
of  the  Electric  Light  in  the  public  rooms  has  resulted 
in  improving  the  ventilation,  thereby  greatly  adding  to 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  readers.  The  cost 
of  the  verandah  alteration,  the  necessary  additional 
furniture  and  fittings,  and  the  installation  of  the 
electric  light,  have  been  heavy  items  of  expenditure 
out  of  one  year's  income,  necessarily  curtailing  the 
amount  available  for  the  purchase  of  new  books. 

A  Supplementary  Catalogue  of  books  added  to  the 
library  since  the  printing  of  the  full  catalogue  in 
1902,  has  been  issued  during  the  year. 

To  those  who  have  presented  volumes,  and  whose 
names  are  appended  to  this  report,  public  acknowledge- 
ment of  our  :hanks  is  due,  especially  to  the  anony- 
mous donor  who  has  so  greatly  enriched  our 
collection  of  books  on  language  and  literature,  and 
also  to  those  editors  and  publishers  who  so  kindly 
supply  copies  of  their  respective  journals  for  use  in 
the  reading  rooms.  An  expression  of  thanks  is  also 
due  to  the  editors  of  the  local  press  who  have  from 
time  to  time  published  lists  of  additions  to  the  library.

The  Public  Library  Committee  in  submitting 
report  on  the  work  of  the  Library  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  have  pleasure  in  recording  the  con- 
tinued popularity  of  the  institution. 

The  Lending  Library  stock  has  been  increased  by 
the  addition  of  515  volumes  ;  the  total  stock  now 
numbering  8,610  volumes  ;  the  number  in  each  class 
being  as  follows  : —

Compared  with  the  previous  year  these  figures 
show  an  increase  of  only  438  volumes  on  the  total  ; 
there  were  decreases  in  the  numbers  issued  in 
Fiction,  Arts,  History,  and  Theology,  and  corre- 
sponding increases  in  Sociology,  Poetry,  Miscell- 
aneous, Periodical,  Music,  and  Juvenile  Literature, 
the  largest  increase  being  780  in  the  Juvenile 
Section. 

The  issues  in  the  Reference  Library  amounted  to 
4,396  volumes,  a  daily  average  of  18. 

The  number  of  new  readers  enrolled  during  the 
year  was  1,173,  of  these  152  were  juveniles  of  14 
years  of  age  and  under,  the  additional  or  *' Students" 
Ticket  has  been  issued  to  144,  and  409  tickets  have 
been  renewed.  The  total  number  of  borrowers 
registered  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  has  been 
14,242  ;  the  number  of  tickets  cancelled  by  persons 
leaving  the  District  and  other  causes  was  490,  and 
cancelled  by  expiration  of  time  2677,  making  the 
total  cancelled  during  the  year  3,167,  those  cancelled 


previously  numbered  4,122,  making  a  total  of  7,289, 
leaving  approximately  6,953  tickets  still  in  force. 

Applications  have  been  made  to  863  persons  for 
the  return  of  overdue  books  ;  five  volumes  have  been 
lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers  ;  268  volumes  worn 
out,  withdrawn  from  circulation,  have  been  replaced 
by  new  copies,  and  848  volumes  rebound.

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  beg  to  submit 
the  following  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Library 
during  the  past  year. 

The  stock  of  books  available  for  home  reading  has 
been  increased  by  the  addition  of  866  volumes,  of 
this  number  80  were  presented  and  the  remainder 
added  by  purchase  ;  the  Lending  Library  now  con- 
tains 9476  volumes,  the  number  in  each  class  being 
as  follows  : —

The  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  have  been 
112  volumes,  making  the  present  reference  stock 
2,812  volumes,  and  the  total  stock  in  both  depart- 
ments, 11,788. 

The  issue  of  books  for  home  reading  amounted  to 
116,207,  an  increase  of  6,177  over  the  previous  year, 
a  daily  average  of  470.     The  issue  shows  increase  in 


all  classes,  with  the  exception  of  History,  Poetry  and 
Miscellaneous  literature.  Fiction  is  responsible  for 
71*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  issue.  The  issues  in 
Juvenile  Literature  were  13,491,  an  increase  of  1,578. 

In  the  Reference  Library,  5,274  volumes  were  con- 
sulted, a  daily  average  of  21,  an  increase  of  878  over 
the  previous  year's  total. 

The  number  of  new  borrowers  joining  during  the 
year  was  1071.  Deducting  the  time  expired  tickets 
and  those  cancelled  by  borrowers  removing  from  the 
district  and  other  causes,  there  are  approximately 
6,635  tickets  in  force  ;  the  extra  Student's  ticket  has 
been  issued  to  97  readers. 

The  replacement  of  worn  out  volumes  and  book- 
binding have  again  been  heavy  items  of  expenditure, 
233  volumes  have  been  replaced  by  new  copies,  and 
631  volumes  rebound. 

l^he  Committee  decided  to  extend  the  Lending 
Library  hours  by  keeping  this  department  open 
uninterruptedly  each  day,  except  on  Wednesday, 
from  10  in  the  morning  until  nine  in  the  evening,  it 
was  found  possible  to  effect  this  improvement  without 
any  addition  to  the  staff,  by  a  re  arrangement  of 
hours  ;  this  change  is  much  appreciated  by  borrowers, 
and  will,  undoubtedly,  tend  to  increase  the  usefulness 
and  popularity  of  the  institution. 

A  new  edition  of  the  Fiction  and  Juvenile  sections 
of  the  Catalogue  was  published  at  the  commencement 
of  last  winter,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  remaining 
section  ready  for  printing  during  the  coming  year. 

The  usual  statistical  tables,  financial  statement, 
and  list  of  donors  are  appended. 


To  those  who  have  kindly  assisted  the  Committee 
by  gifts  of  books,  thanks  are  due  ;  among  these  may 
be  mentioned  the  very  acceptable  gift  from  Mr.  A. 
W.  Waterlow  King,  of  works  on  social  science  and 
political  subjects,  which  considerably  strengthened  a 
section  in  which  the  library  was  wanting.

The  Public  Library  Committee  beg  to  x)lace  before 
you  the  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  Library 
during  the  past  year. 

Lending  Library:— The  increase  to  tlie  stock  of 
books,  available  for  home  reading,  has  been  591 
volumes  ;  the  Lending  Library  now  contains  10,070 
volumes,  distributed  in  the  following  classes  : —

The  issue  of  books  for  home  reading,  amounted  to 
125,468  volumes,  a  daily  average  of  514,  and  an 
increase  of  9,261  over  the  previous  year's  total.  The 
largest  increase  is  shown  in  Fiction,  which  is 
responsible  for  71*3  per  cent,  ol:  the  total  issue  ;  there 


has  also  been  an  increase  of  2,848  volumes  in  the 
Juvenile  section. 

Reference  Library  :- The  additions  to  the  Refer- 
ence Library  were  93  volumes  ;  this  department 
now  contains  2,372  volumes,  and  the  total  number 
of  volumes  in  the  Library,  Reference  and  i^ending 
Departments  combined,  is  12,M2.  In  the  Reference 
Library  5,795  volumes  were  consulted,  an  increase 
of  521  volumes  over  the  previous  year. 

Readers  ;— During  the  year  1,132  new  borrowers 
were  enrolled,  making  the  total  numbei'  of  readers 
joining,  since  the  commencement,  16,445.  There 
were  1,127  tickets  cancelled,  by  removals  from  the 
district,  time  expiry  and  other  causes,  making  a 
total,  with  those  previously  cancelled,  of  9,805,  and 
leaving  approximately  6,640  tickets  still  in  force. 
There  were  138  extra  or  "  Students'  tickets  "  issued, 
and  379  tickets  were  renewed.  Applications  were 
made  to  828  borrowers  for  the  return  of  books  kept 
beyond  the  time  allowed. 

Readers  lost,  and  paid  for  14  volumes ;  264  volumes 
worn  out  were  replaced  by  new  copies,  and  834 
volumes  were  rebound. 

Appended  are  the  usual  statistics  of  issues,  list  of 
donors  to  the  library,  and  account  of  income  and 
expenditure.
